S.O. 2140—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 17 of the Export 
(Quality Control and Inspection) Act, 1903 (22 of 1963), the Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend the Export of Mica (Inspection) 
Rules, 1904, namely:— 

1. These rules may be called the Export of Mica (Inspection) Second Amend¬ 
ment Rules, 1963. 

2. In the Export of Mica (Inspection) Rules, 1964,— 

(i) for rule 4, the following rule shall be substituted, namely:— 

“4, Procedure for inspection. —(1) Where the exporter desires that the 
inspection of the consignment of mica to be exported may be 
conducted— 

(a) at the port of Calcutta or at the port of Madras, he shall submit 

a sample of mica declaring it as an approved sample of the buyer 
to the officer of the Mica Export Promotion Council stationed at 
the port of Calcutta or at the port of Madras, as the case may be, 
and shall give intimation to the said officer about the ai rival of 
the consignment and the place where the consignment has to be 
inspected: 

(b) at any other place, he shall submit a sample of the mica declaring 

it as an approved sample of the buyer to the concerned inspector 
of the Council, 
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(2) After the receipt of the sample and the intimation under clause (a) 

of sub-rule (1) or, as the case may be, of the sample under clause (b) 
of that sub-rule, the Council shall inspect or cause to be inspected 
the consignment of mica to be exported with a view to satisfying 
itself that such consignment Is in conformity with the sample sub¬ 
mitted by the exporter as an approved sample of the buyer. 

(3) Every intimation under clause (a) of sub-rule (1) shall be given not 

later than seventy-two hours before the scheduled time Of loading 
the consignment of mica in the ship or aircraft, as the case may 
be”; 

(ii) in rule 5, for the words "declaration made by the exporter in the 
invoice,” the words “the sample submitted by the exporter as an 
approved sample of the buyer" shall be substituted.
